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In the rapids with tb* aseaptlon of 
Harry Cummings, who had apparonity 
boon atuanad by reacaaaloti with the 
traacbaroua rocka, and norar rose 
adaln. Luaby waa doatlnt oot far 
away, flphtlnp bravely for bta Ufa. but 
encumbered by heavy boots and being. 
unable to awlm, was unable to stem 
the cruel avalanche of water In which 
he atrufgled. He made a gallant at¬ 
tempt to reach the support by'which 
his comrade Capa was auatalbed. and 
then relinquished the strife, and pass* 
ed Into eternity amid the bellowing 
waters of the north. 

Cape waa swept on down the river, 
and presently was separated from his 
support by violent collision with a 
boulder. As fate willed, this mishap 
befell where there was nn eddy nearby, 
and Into Its kinder waters the strug¬ 
gling man succeeded in d»dlng a fbot- 
hold and dr agg ed himself ashore. He 
lay for some time In complete exhaus¬ 
tion* and then started, without^ food, 
matches or arms on a long tramp 
through the wilderness for assistance. 
After undergoing considerabe suffer¬ 
ing. due to his buffetlnga In the rapids 
, and hla wet and exhausted state, he 
met Shetneld, another of the party who 
, managed to get ashore, and togsther 
; they mads their way to help, carrying 
! ttia.tale of one of many of the tragedlea 
of the wlldemeaa. 

Jack Miller, bowsman of the ill-fated 
canoe, was carried along after the^pgl- 
lapae, near* to Sam Symeton, and to¬ 
gether they aucceeded in ^tUng hold 
of a piece of the wreck. They were 
both psetty well exhausted, and Miller 
obaerving that his comrade was In 
sore distress, told him to reach over to 
' him If he needed help. Clinging des¬ 
perately to their frail buoy the two 
comrades were rushed downward by 
the ueroe onset of the rapida a gasp 
only betwMn them and death. MlHer, 
who was observing his companion with 
aollcltude, turned slightly to discover 
If any chance of escape shoreward was 
offered In the passage of their craft. 
When he looked again the void of 
eternity bad opened between his tired 
comrade and himself. Bymeton had 
disappeared. Miller afterward man¬ 
aged to escape through an eddy, and 
found refuge from the threatening 
river, only to collapse in the woode~ 
for a distance of over 3S miles lay be¬ 
tween him and the nearest point of 
succor. Fortunately he was met by a 
company of Indians, who attended his 
Iniuries and carried him safely to Fort 
Ocnse.

Bdmonton, Oct. M.—Hon. W. T. Finlay, 
nsiniater of agriculture for Alberta, who 
la now In Ireland, was recently tendered 
a complIHMmtary banquet At hls old Rome 
town of Llsbum, which he left for CaifSBa 
S5 years ago. Mr. Finlay was made the 
leclplent of a warmly worded lllumlRated 
address and tendered 'a rousing ovation 
when he rose to speak.

The Outlook like the Statist dwells 
on the situation from the political 
view-point, deplarlng that America Is 
In a radical mood with an appetite for 
conflocatory legislation.

Fred T. Cromwell, who haa reached 
Victoria after an overland team from 
Kdmoaton by the headwaiera of the 
Fiaoer River, brings paKIculars of the 
drowning of the three men of the o. 
X P. party lo the Qlacombe rapids. 

* Mr. Cromwell and hls party had a 
rather Adventurous trip. Tfie narrative 
of hls itinerary, whibh, as told a report¬ 
er last night, it somewhat aa follows: 

They left Edmonton on July 18lh 
with pack horses And a party of four, 
constating of a ehief engineer, coropas- 
man and cook. In addition to Mr. 
Cromwell himself. With this equlp- 
' meat they travelled to Tete-Jeane 
caobe, making the distance of IM miles 
tin twenty-three days. This celebrated 
^ cgobe is located at the headwaters of 
the Frss^ river, which Is so reduced 
from the mighty proportions of the 
lower stream, that—well, as Mr. Crom¬ 
well iAifi—'**we stepped across It’* Here 
the adventurers parted from their pack 
horses, which were sent back to Ed- 
moBton. and continued their jonmey In 
dufouts down the river. All the In¬ 
dian guides were In service with the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. 8o the party had 
to rely upon their own compass and 
the sagacity of their noses. At the 
Clearwater. 180 miles down the river, a 
fiupply of food was cached, and the 
party carrying a reduced weight of 30 
day^ provlstons per man. a pound of 
fiour and a pound of bacon a day. 
transferred to a canoe and polled up 
the Clearwater, about forty miles. 
•During this voyage R was a matter of 
shoving the canoe and wading along¬ 
side. Here a further reduction of 
weight waa made. Even blankets were 
discarded, and Wltb fO pounds of pro- 
vlsk^ Apiece tha explorers start^ to 
cross the mountain ranges to the north 
.fork sf tbs Frassr, On this trip they 
lineoQntsred m a ny hardships, and be- 
icame ssveral times Involved In the In- 
(tricades of the wildernese. They sdc- ' 
oeeded, however, in reaching the south 
branch of the north fork la threo and 
a half days, and here they spent 17 
days la crufslng the timber and in 
prospecting the country. They were 
forced to make a hurried retreat to the 
Clearwater cache by the depletion of 
supplies, and would have fared more 
esrioosly on the toilsome Jonmey back 
through the mountains had it not been 
for smne bacon and flour, which, by a 
happy chance, had been left In the 
boat. They reached the Fraser river 
cache without casualty. 

*‘We then proceeded down the Fraser 
liver,** he says, “and arrived at the 
Grand Trunk Pacific survey camp. 2S 
miles above the Grand Canyon, and 
here we spent a day, Mr. Lusby. one 
of tbe railway engineers, informed me 
that It would be unsafe for us to con¬ 
tinue down the river in our dugout, as 
these craft were unmanageable In the 

S rilous currents and eddies of the 
multuons stram. He invited us to 
m hit party, which was going to Fort 
George the next day.” 

This suggestion was net followed by 
the Cromwell party. They decided to 
try to get as far as the Grand Canyon 
ai.least, and If theit camte went to 
jM^bes they would seek transport In the 
raflway boat which uras to follow, and 
continue on with them to Fort Ororge. 
If by any chance the party should ven¬ 
ture to navigate the Grand Canyon, Mr. 
Lusby had advised them, as a matter 
of absolute necessity, to be sure and 
talw the right hand side, as this was 
the only navigable part of the rapids. 
Mr, Lusby reiterated this advice sev¬ 
eral times. **But sure. Cromwell, and 
keep the rlghf hand side.’* These were 
tbe parting words of the engineer, as 
the two men separated in tbe wilder¬ 
ness to meet no more. The Cromwell 
party did undertake the perilous rapids, 
and towing their canoe over some 
of the most dangerous places—that is 

t it down with a rope—succeeded 
ing safely through. But death 
k the railway party which fol- 
And the strange feature of the 
y is this, that the railway party 
fallowed the course down the rapids 
Which Lusby had told the Cromwsll 
party was the way to almost certain' 
deetrooUon. Two days and a half later 
the news reached the Cromwell party 
.,tbat there had been an accident In the 
rapids, and that three men were 
dMOpned. fhe drowned were Wittlam 
iSeby, North. Yakima; Harry Cum-

A mighty and enter¬ 
prising people are looking toward It 
from the south, their money chests open 
for commercial venture. And the coun¬ 
try presents many special attractions 
to ths capital accumulations of sastsm 
^^ A n ada. and the hordes stored In the 
trsasom booses of the bid IrofM. In 
fact, even now' the mighty domains of 
Canada's greatest provtnoe are Attract¬ 
ing tbe meet daring essays of the 
world’s capItaL WMle collapses must 
come to those fictitious values, created 
out of wind on Wall street, there are 
yast stores of money available for in¬ 
vestments of Stirling worth, which are 
clothed with enough romance to appeal 
to the adventure spirit of the race, and 
at the same time offer assurance of 
reasonable profit, and the poasibllttyof 
great returns. And this Is the class of 
speculation that is locked in the unpeo- 
pledreglons of British Columbia. To- 
pled regions of British Columbia. To¬ 
morrow will witness the time of the 
settler, the building of towns and the 
advent of Industrial activity. 

This appreciation of the outlook

Dr. F. Monttaambert of Ottawa, 
director-general of public bealtb, wlU 
ayrive here ea Monday and will take 
Blepe te alfi la every way tbe prevention 
of the plague reaching ^lAnada. ^ 

Aa a result of MM vtski'bf Dr. Watt of 
the quarantine station, and Dr. Fagan 
of the provincial beard of health, to Se¬ 
attle, a vlgoroes campaign haa already 
been commenced In the public safety. 

It Is pointed out by tbe medical bealfii 
authorities that the great danger at 
this port is from the introduction of 
plague-affected rats which may sf- 
fect a landing here from the Sound 
steamers. 

The rat. It Is said. Is most readily sos- 
ceptlvle to tbe disease. It Is explained 
by medical men that the species of flea 
which attacks the rat is the medium 
through which the disease is carried 
among tbe rodents. Cats, dogs, guinea 
pigs, and rabbits, are also included 
among the animals that prove a means 
of danveylng tbe disease, but the rat 
Is tbe most susceptible. 

H 1%. therefore, against the rat that 
.a war of extermination is now being 
waged. It Is regarded as comparatively 
easy to prevent the Introduction of tha 
plague by mtaiis of human beings. 
Thos suffering can be detected if a 
careful watch la kept and by Isolating 
those afflicted, no danger can follow. 
Tbe rat Is a more difficulty passenger 
to watch. 

The health authorities in the pro¬ 
vince and la the city have taken Im¬ 
mediate steps to meet the danger. The 
wharves where steamers from Seattle 
land are to be protected against the 
chance of rats getting a landing. Al¬ 
ready under the instructions of the ao- 
thoritles, work has begun on the 
wharves of the C. P. R. and the Alaska 
Steamship Company where the Seattle 
steamers lie up. Wire netting with a 
half-inch meah are being hung about the 
wharves, and below the surface of the 
water so that rats may be prevented 
from reaching the wharf. 

The steamers art also to Ite off about 
six feet from the wharf, and a guard 
kept on all passage ways. The ropes 
passing to the dock are also to hs 
guarded with a funnel, which prevents 
the rat following it to the shore. 

Dr. Fagan left this morning for Na¬ 
naimo. where he will give Instructions 
along the lines indicated. He will also 
visit other ports and see that the in¬ 
structions are being carried out 

The city health department is also 
allye to tbe.necasstty of exercising every 
care, and a general cleaning up has 
been ordered, as tbe plague thrives best 
where filth abeunda The Oriental sec¬ 
tions of the cities are thersfere t*ie 
most llahls to be visited in case of i.n 
outbreak.

‘There are plenty of prac¬ 
tical Socialists who are using their 
creed in the most narrowly selflsh In¬ 
dividualist spirit to get a larger share 
of the good. tilings of life for them¬ 
selves. They are not neceasarlly to be 
balmed for trying to Improve their po¬ 
sition and Increase their property. But 
tltey should not talk an odious kind of 
cant about tbe matter, eepeclally when 
there are so many even lew well off 
than themselvee ready to translate 
their talk, into violent and subversive 
action. Above all, the public ought not 
to allow itself to be taken in by the 
cant.

Something more than the ex¬ 
ercise of ordinary human virtues Is 
needed to enable the world to under¬ 
stand, and to compel the world ts do 
homage to, a theory of society which 
demands Its complete reconstruction 
upon hitherto untried lines. Some de¬ 
monstration of this kind is alt the robre 
urgently required because, alongside of 
tbe excellent persons who give us fasci¬ 
nating though unsubstantial picture of 
a Socialist paradise, there are other 
persons, also calling themselves Social¬ 
ists, whose ideals are those of simple 
anarchy, and whose practice conforms 
thereto as far as It is possible without 
seriously engaging the attentton of the 
police: Which are the true Sociallgts^ 
tbe ’ dreamers of beautiful dreams 
which do not affect practice, the 
preachers of destructive theories which 
I bring forth the immediate fruits of vio¬ 
lence and dishonesty. 

I “In France, where everything Is 
' pushed to. logical conclusions more 
I rapidly and fearlessly than among 
j ourselves, the question has Been 
brought forward In a very acute fdnh. 
with tbe result that the Socialists are 
divided into two distinct campa One 
set are at present engaged In vigorous¬ 
ly disclaiming all sympathy with the 
views which the other set deduce from 
the principles that both appeared to 
hold In common. So far as the out¬ 
sider may presume to judge of things 
so obscure as Socialist principles, ft Is 
the more violent section who are the 
better logicians. They are carrying 
Into practice principles Implied and, 
indeed, asserted by many amiable per¬ 
sons whom we all* know to be quite 
harmless as far as actions are con¬ 
cerned. The mischief done by harmless 
people who Jntoxicate themselvee with 
chaotic theories which they do not 
dream of acting upon la that they give 
an air of reepectablUty to doetrlnea 
which tnora hardy persona translate 
Into action. What In them la mere ele¬ 
gant draro-drtxflclng la the smoking- 
room becomes ths madness of Intoxi¬ 
cation In persons^ whp have no smbk- 
tng-robm and other kooeaaoriee to keep 
them within thp bounds of dilettant¬ 
ism. Tn France M. Jauree and M. 
Hervt are vying wl^h one another la 
'prMlitmini^' extferhe ded^Gons from 
teaching which may be hMrd In draw¬ 
ing-rooms from tbe lips of people who 
mereW Uke ^ think theigselvea ad¬ 
vance ¥hatr cr^mde a^nli^ Individ¬ 
ualism has cgrrieC-ihetn so far thgt 
they deny to the Individual, the 
rlgbt to. hgyg a country.

Following the killing of a panther 
that was trylag to rob a piggery, about 
a mile from town.

was the first to get a shot at the wolf, 
and the bullet landed between Its eyes, 
making ^ a second shot unnecessary.' 
Mr. Hills and J. McKensie drove Into 
town with the carcass and claimed the 
provincial government bounty of $6.

American . qnd Canadian .capltallsta 
known as the British- Amsyfean Fish 
Company, havp secured a twenty-year 
lease of the flshlnk privileges on Lake 
Athabasca and the Lesser Slave Lake. 
They returned to this city this wgek 
from the North. J. F. Mathews, of 
Chicago, and Chas. Bird, of Belklrk. 
Man., have been up at Lake Athabasca 
In the interesia of this company, 
tablishlng fishing stations and mak¬ 
ing prepa^tlnnx to start Ashing. 

Mr. Bird. In explaining the nature 
of the lease stMch thw oeinjMny nad 
secured from the Domlnton govern¬ 
ment. said that-It gave them the right 
to Ash in lAlre Athabasca and Lesser 
Slave lake for a period of twenty 
years. No other company cou)4-obtatn 
thla right until after the expiration of 
thie leaae, but H did not prevent set* 
tiers and others from fishing In the 
lakes for their own use. 


Ac upfojrlunBte situation has ariaen 
In connection with the septic tank, the 
^tmetructlon of which the city com- 
men'ued in Victoria West, on the In¬ 
dian reservation. It is evident from 
the facts that the city council was Ill- 
advised In the course taken. 

Neither the Indians not the Indian 
department was bonsulted by the city 
authorities. Men were pvt to work and 
the tank was nearly completed before 
the Indians were aware of what was 
feting attempted. They then, complain¬ 
ed lo kj*'* Fwwell. the superintendent of 
Indian affairs, who promptly took steps 
to stop the work until permission 
been obtained In the manner provided; 
by the Indian Aet. The Indlaim ware 
naturally very much Incensed ' at 
thie action of the eouncll, feel¬ 
ing no doubt tha( If a small 
part of tholr reserve could , be apr 
propriated without the aseent of. the 
government that a fffUch larger portion, 
might subsequently . be taken from 
them in the same manner. ' The 
Mayor and counoil were of opinion 
that the tank wsls being' constnirted 
6 n a street, which was the property 
of the city, but they have, since 
learned that this was a mistake • as 
(here la no street under the control of 
the city at the place referred to. the 
roads on the reserve, escepting per¬ 
haps the Esquimau rdad. being re¬ 
serve rbads. which the. city has not 
tUJilt and d^H not maliltaitk The «f- 
fwt of the unfortunate rerror may be 
more far-reaching than.at Arst sight 
may appear.. The Bonghees have been 
asked to surrender their reserve to the 
crown. Many similar proposals Have 
l>c»‘n . made to them. They kkow 
that the white men want' them 
to give ui^ the lands they occupy, 
in order that these lands may be used 
ior commercial and business purposes. 
The Indian tenaciously adheres to his 
old home, aiid Is reluctant to move 
away. BtiU he Is considering terms 
upon which he would be w'llltng to do 
■o, and at such a juncture to be told 
in effect that he has no rights that the 
city Is bound to respect naturslly 
arouses hie suspicions and puts him In 
less favorable frame of mind to pursue 
negotiations. 

ft has been recognised in Canada 
that the rights of the Indans on their 
reserves) shall be fully protected. 
The 0^1nlon -authorities, whose 
wards ^he Indians an. liave 
always taken pains to see that Ao In¬ 
terference with- Ihoee rights Is permit¬ 
ted. Tbe Indians have therefore come 
from long experience te look to the de> 
partmeht to protect them from tres¬ 
passers of ‘SIT kinds. 

The road on the reserve la a part of 
the reserve and exists for the conven¬ 
ience of the Indians. It Is not a pub¬ 
lic highway In the ordinary sense, al- 
thought general use has been made of 
It by all -parties. 

Application la now being made to the 
Indian department by the Mayor for 
l>ermiaaion to go on with the work. 
The Indian Act provldea now that per- 
mlasion may be obtained. There can 
be no more objection to a aeptic tank 
on the reserve than there would be 
to ft being placed on a public street, 
and' no doubt the Indiana would not 
•have objected had they been notlAed In 
advance of the desire of the city to 
place the taqk on a corner of the xe- 
serve property. But th® Indians were 
well Within their rl^ts In protesting 
agalntt the manner In which the coun¬ 
cil proceeded In this business. The 
Mayor would probably do the same If 
tha cmjncU had undertaken to place 
& septic tank on hia property near 
Beacon Hill park, and he would be 
equally juatlAed In hfa objections.

see the Islands for a moment only and 
forget them as soon as they are out of 
sight. 

But Trial islands, fqr there arc two 
islands, have something of a history 
and a reputation that any enemy of 
shipping might be reasonably proud of. 
were such a thing possible. On the 
jogged rocks that run their cold pro- 

f 'ntories and roefs far out into the 
rails, more thait- one good vessel has 
en hung up, hard and fast in their 1 
ip. On one occasion th« steely jaws I 
of the rocks bit through the huH 
stout little steamship w*ith a force she 
could'Tiot stand, and when the morn¬ 
ing broke five lives had beon taken In 
the toll of the storm. 

On the night of March 22nd. 1895. the 
tug velos pa.ssed out of Victoria har- 
l«*r with the big barge Pilot in tow, 
bound for Haddington and Nelson Isl¬ 
ands for a load of stone to be used in 
the construction of the Parliament 
buildings. Captain Anderson was in 
charge, and Frederick Aoams. tne con¬ 
tractor Who was erecting the Govern¬ 
ment buildings, was aboard. Aa sofjn 
as the Velos gained the outside of the 
harbor the wind, which had been blow¬ 
ing hard all -aftemuon, swep^ over the 
straits with hurricane force and^Mie 
Velos, towing the heavy barge on wblah, 
thefe were tvsenty-four men. made lit¬ 
tle progress Hi the big s^as. It was 
after nine o'clock at night when the 
flu and her charge Jeft the inner har- 
and six bells had struck w-hen 
Trial islands showed up through the 
dackneas to port. Captain Anderson 
kept well arway from the treacherous { 


persons, the steamer Tees was hung up 
on the islands. She received very seri¬ 
ous damages which hece.ssltated consid¬ 
erable expense in the way of repairs. 
Many years ago the bafque Arebella 
was wrecked on the island but -subse- 
queotly salved. 

In the afternoon of December 27th, 
1901, tho American ship Santa Clara, in 
tow of the tug Mystery, went ashore 
on the isU&nd and lay there until Jan- 
iar>* lOtK, ^902, whan she was floatod. 
Her wreck waa an •xpenilve one fur the 
to.vners. 

It was in the vicinity of Trial islands 
that the w’reck of the steamship Clal¬ 
lam, wUh the loss of many lives, took 
plac e. The harrowing details of this 
dreadful marine disaster are too fresh 
In the minds of V’icturiuns to U^ar repe¬ 
tition. 

A couple of years ago the Dominion 
government, having in mind the con¬ 
stant menace to navigation, presented 
by the two.islands, established upon 
fhe most southerly of them an up-to- 
date light ai\d fog-alarm station, which 
has aince prove<l of the greatest aid to 
mariners negotiating the straits, close- 
in. on \‘ery dark or fnggy weather. 

On the southwest side of the souther- 
most island stands a white rectangular 
building. 24 feet by 81 feet, and, point¬ 
ing to the south, about 15 feet above 
the ground, a curious braoe-contiivance 
can be seen prfdrudlng from the wall. 
This Is the dtaphone fog^alarm. a 
series of reeds thr<»ugh which com¬ 
pressed air Is driven to produce a 
monotonous bellow* in thick weather. In

The ma¬ 
jority ruled—and died miserably for Its 
pusillanimity. Only two men of all 
that company above twenty years of 
age ever lived to enter the Promised 
Land; and those two were Joshua and 
Caleb, the spies who had made the 
brave report. 

Now, forty-five years after. Caleb Is 
asking nothing better of his old com¬ 
rade in arms. Josua. Israel's new lead¬ 
er, than a chance to go up against 
those same waJied cities which had 
scared the manhood out of his ten as¬ 
sociated. more than a generation be¬ 
fore. Hear the old warrior, chafing 
for battle at an age when most men 
are In their graves; 

"I am this day fourscore and five 
years old. As yet I am as strong this 
day as I was in the day that Moses 
sent me: as my strength was then, 
even so is my strength now, for war. 
and to go out and to come In. Now, 
therefore give me this hill country, 
whereof Jehovah spoke in that day; 
for thou heardest in that day how the 
Anakim were there, and cities great 
and fortified; It may be that Jehovah 
wlU be with me. and I shall drive them j 
out. as Jehovah spake." i 

Man Who Did Net Whimper. I 
-Never a whine In that declaration. 
Caleb was not exulting over his weaker 
assoclatea, nor railing at hts nation for 
its past treatment of him. He had 
known haft times, bitterly hard times, 
but his life had not been embittered. 
He was as free from the spirit of 
whimpering as ^rom the spirit of fear. 

Nor did he ask any odds or conces¬ 
sions or special privileges. There was 
no attempt to plead his age or his past 
service or his tribal relationship as an 
excuse f6r an easy berth. Surely we 
should have forgiven old Caleb If he 
had been content to pose as a "has ■ 
been," and to seek a soft and comfort¬ 
able assignment in the new land. Tes; 
but we should have missed the Inspira¬ 
tion of his heroic example. He was 
sheer manhood up to the end. All he 
asked of life was a brave man's chancs. 
Apparently he had never learned the 
Hebrew synonym for the modem 
Americanism, "pull." He wks the same 
adventurous spirit upon his last ap¬ 
pearance that be had been at first. 

When I have talked with old men 
who at the late eventide of life ara 
still doing great work—such as Edward 
Everett Hale. W. a. P. Martin, Theo¬ 
dore Cuyler, Robert CoI!yer-!t has 
seemed to me that the very consum¬ 
mation of success is to be able to eeii- 
tlnue to achieve until the very end. One 
crowded hour of glorious life, it Is true 
Is better than long years of common- 
placeness; but why not a protracted 
career crowded with glorious life, Such 
was Caleb’s, and at eighty-five he 
shaped to go up against the formidable 
tphabltants of Hebron. 

His Future Behind Him. 


Falthfulneds Is a tree b*fering many 
fruits. Sheer accompUsh«nent Is one 
consequence of faithfulness. The per¬ 
son who stands by his post Is the one 
who brings more things to pass than 
any other. Results are the effect of 
fidelity. Brilliant dashes cover less 
ground than does plain plodding. In¬ 
asmuch as results are the primary ob¬ 
jective of all effdrt. It Is seen that 
faithfulness Is the best means to that 
Ihid. But in addition to the deed itself, 
faithf\finesfe has another fruft. This is 
Its reflex effect upon character. The 
faithful person becomes a better per¬ 
ron because of his faithfulness.
